Old Point Comfort, Va., May 30.—

President Roosevelt Joined with the 
members of the blue and gray in pay¬ 
ing tribute to the nation’s dead. In 
the morning he delivered an oration 
In the beautiful grounds of the Naval 
Hospital at Portsmouth* and directly 
afterwards unveiled a handsome mar¬ 
ble shaft erected by the Army and 
Navy Union. In the cemetery adjoin¬ 
ing, to the memory of fallen comrades. 

The ceremonies at Portsmouth were 
under the auspices of the Army and 
Navy Union. The memorial exercises 
were preceded by a parade. In which 
nearly 4,000 sAllors and marines of 
the North Atlantic fleet, the Army and 
Navy Union, the Grand Army of the 
Republic, the United Confederate Vet¬ 
erans and many civic and patriotic 
societies took part.

The President’s Address. 


The President's address was as fol¬ 
lows: 

This day is hallowed and sacred In our 
history, for on this day throughout the 
land we meet to pay homage to the mem¬ 
ory of the valiant dead who fell in the 
great Civil War. No other men deserve 
so well of this country os thofce to whom 
we owe It that we now have a country. 
Moreover, the men to whose valor we owe 
It that the Union was preserved have 
left us a country' reunted in fact as well 
as In name. They have left us the memory 
of the great deeds and the self-devotion 
alike of the men who wore the blue and 
of the men who wore the gray tn tho con¬ 
test where brother fought brother with 
equal courage, with equal sincerity of con¬ 
viction, with equal fidelity to a high 
Ideal, as It was given to each to see 
that Ideal. 

Moreover. It Is a peculiar pleasure to 
speak to-day under the auspices of the 
Army and Navy Union of the Union which 
is meant te Include the officers and en¬ 
listed men of the regular forces of the 
United States. 

Exactly as there is no other hotly of men 
to whom In the past we have owed^ so 
much as to the veterans of the Civil war. 
so there is no other body of men nmong 
all of our citizens of to-day who xu* a 
whole deserve quite as well of the coun¬ 
try as the officers and enlisted men of the 
army and navy of the United States. Ev¬ 
ery man who has served well and faith¬ 
fully. afloat or ashore. In the service of 
the United States, has shown that he 
possesses certain qualities which entitle 
him tn a peculiar degree to the respect 
of all his fellow-citizen*. while every man 
who Is now In the service cannot but 
feel himself uplifted by the thought that 
In any time of future crisis It may be 
that the honor of th • whole nation will 
depend upon his bearing There rests upon 
each of you a tremendous burden of ro- 
siionsibllity. and therefore to you belongs 
the proud privilege of bearing that load 
of responsibility well.

The Every Day Duties. 


This audlenco Is composed largely of 
veterans of the Civil War. largely of men 
who have served In or are serving In the 
army and the navy of the United State*. 
They are concerned not only with the 
duties of the soldier and the sailor, but 
with the duties of the civilian, with all 
matters affecting the plain. evcTyday citi¬ 
zen as he does nls everyday duties. 

For we must always remember that In 
our country our army and navy are an 
army and navy made up of volun¬ 
teers; our regulars, afloat ana ashore, are 
merely our fellow-citizens who of their 
own free will have taken up this partic¬ 
ular task. The task once through they re¬ 
turn to the body of our citizenship; and 
exactly os the efficiency of our military 
service depends chiefly upon tho efficiency 
of the average enlisted man.* so the effi¬ 
ciency of the nation u* a whole depends 
chiefly upon the way In which tho aver¬ 
age man performs hla plain, everyday 
duties. 

This does not mean that the leader, 
whether In military or civil life, can es¬ 
cape bearing a peculiar burden of respon¬ 
sibility. To him lias been given much and 
from him much will be demanded. It Is 
right anti proper that the man in a high 
position, whether his position be that of 
a high civilian official In time of peace or 
of a high military or naval officer in time 
of war. should receive a marked degree 
of credit If he performs his difficult, del¬ 
icate and responsible task well, and 
should on the other hand, be held to an 
especially sharp accountability for any 
shortcomings.

Among the last callers at the hos¬ 
pital to-night waa Lord HemphlU. on 
behalf of the Earl of Aberdeen. Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and the Countess 
of Aberdeen. 

Mr. Davltt retired from the repre¬ 
sentation of South Mayo in Parliament 
in 1899. but to the last took a keen 
Interest in the politics of his country. 

Death was due to blood poisoning, 
which followed two operations for 
necrosis of the Jaw bone and spread 
so rapidly that all efforts to stay Its 
course were unavailing. Mr. Davitt’s 
Illness began with an attack of tooth¬ 
ache, to which he paid no attention 
until John Dillon urged him to have 
recourse to medical advice. 

For some time there were hopes for 
his recovery, but the stato of his health 
which was undermined by exertions at 
the recent general elections greatly 
handicapped his progress.

SECRETARY WILSON’S ‘PLANS. 


Washington, May 30.—What members 
of the House Committee on Approprla 
tlons regard ns an absolute disregard 
of the law authorizing the construction 
of the new building for the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture prevailed In the 
hearings on the Sundry Civil Appropri¬ 
ation BUI. 

In 1903, Congress appropriated $1,500, 
000 for this building. It waa the gen¬ 
eral unu-rstandlng that this amend 
ment was for the erection of a com¬ 
plete building for the accommodation 
of the entire department. It was with 
some astonishment that the members 
learned last week that “somebody” has 
ordered the construction of two wings 
of what may be some day a completed 
building, and that the two wings have 
practically exhausted the million and a 
half dollars. Moreover, their astonish¬ 
ment was not lessened when they were 
Informed that the two wings when 
completed will not begin to accommo¬ 
date the department and that Congress 
will be called upon to appropriate an¬ 
other couple of million dollars to All 

the space between them. 

• • • 

Irritation Develops. 


Considerable Irritation was developed 
during the hearings and Secretary Wil¬ 
son and officials of the Agricultural 
Department, were questioned concern¬ 
ing what Is said to be a direct viola¬ 
tion of low. 

F. S. Gardner, mechanical engineer 
of the department, was asked If he 
knew the limit of cost of the entire 
building, and replied that he did—that 
It was $1,500,000.

through the Green river bridge at 
Spottsville, Ky.. Is alive and well. 

”1 have been absent from Ow*ensboro 
two ye&ro on account of family trou¬ 
bles.” said Mr. Coatlen to-night. He 
was asked If he had returned to have 
a reconciliation with his wife. He 
said: “No; It Is no use. She has mar¬ 
ried a man in Evansville.” 

Castlen left Ow’ensboro two and a 
half years ago. . In August, 1904. he 
wrote hia wife a letter from T**iw, 
stating that he was preparing to re¬ 
turn home. He changed his mind, but 
did not notify his wife, who anxiously 
awaited his home corning. When the 
wreck occurred at Green river Mrs. 
Castlen conceived the idea that one of 
the men killed was her husband.

The first bright Decoration day In 
>ears smiled on the Federal veterans of 
the Civil War. the veterans of the 
Spanish-American War. and all patri¬ 
ots of high and low degree who as¬ 
sembled over 5,900 strong at Cave Hill 
cemetery yesterday afternoon to attend 
the memorial services of those who had 
fallen In the defense of their country 
and to decorate their graves. As In 
years before many umbrellas were to 
be seen. They were not In use as pro¬ 
tection from the rain but rather to 
ward off the too hearty brightness of 
the sun. The feature of the day waa 
the address of George A. Newman. Jr., 
who asked if it were not an anomaly 
that ”we should stand beside the grave* 
of but a portion of our heroic dead, 
and. having laid our wreaths upon 
them, go away with no single thought 
for those who. but a few yards distant 
In this same cemetery, lie the victims 
of equally heroic sacrifice? • • • • 
Shall we on the one day of the year 
which has been consecrated by the 
blood of our own people, return to their 
graves to draw a line of separation aJid 
to remember that we were ever other 
than one?” 

Beautiful Cave Hill cemetery, its 
hedge rows of honeysuckle abloom and 
fragrant and many blossoming shrubs 
lending bright bits of color to the 
scene, waa dotted from morning to 
night by persons who had gone there 
to place flowers on the gnrvea of loved 
ones other than those who had worn 
the blue. In the early part of the after¬ 
noon people began flocking eastward in 
all manner of conveyances. For sev¬ 
eral hours before the services were due 
to begin, all the cars leading to the 
cemetery were crowded and by the time 
the members of the four posts had as¬ 
sembled at the gate, the line of march 
through the cemetery was lined with 
people, many of whom had become 
tired and were seated on the grass.

Great 
wagon load* of flower* hud followed the 
people to the scene and the many little 
children who had been In the assembly 
around the rostrum were pressed Into 
service. Each with a basket filled with 
sprig* of honeysukle, spray* of rases, 
or with armload* of flowers, passed be¬ 
tween the row* of headstones, decorat¬ 
ing the grave*. 

Those who laid the flower* on the 
grave* at the top of the hill over which 
"Old Glory" flics could look down the 
othor side of the slope to the grave* 
of Confederate dead* which were cov¬ 
ered with many withered flowers bear¬ 
ing mute testimony to the loving care 
of those who had assembled there last 
week. Before all left the scone every 
Union soldier's grave had Its flower*, 
together with the flag flying at the 
head. Many of the woman lingered 
to bestow a last touch on some of the 
decoration* and other* contributed 
something of their own to the graves 
which had not fared a* well as other* 

Groups of veterans stood about on the 
lawns fighting over again for the hun¬ 
dredth time the battles of the past. 
The sight of a name on one of the 
headstone*, which for the most part 
bore only numbers, recalled to one man. 
perhaps, the circumstance* of the death 
of the hero and a discussion as to tho 
victories of that day was immediately 
precipitated. At length all was over, 
the last flag was furled, the last mu¬ 
sic played by the band, the last flower 
strewn on tho last grave, and with one 
Impulse all turned to retrace their 
steps to the entrance, to which tho po¬ 
lice already had turned their atten¬ 
tion. It was more than an hour be¬ 
fore (he last group had loft the gate¬ 
way. before the last special car had 
been filled and before tho place resumed 
Its normal appearance.

The veteran* formed around the 
grave, with the band at the edge of 
the circle. The exercises were opened 
by the Invocation by the Rev. Dr. J. G. 
Mtnnlgerode, rector of Calvary Epis¬ 
copal church. Immediately following. 
“America" was sung by the audterue 
to the accompaniment of the band. 
Major W. C. Ow«*ua made the address 
over tho grave, all the others standing 
around with head* bared. He spoke 
briefly and feelingly of the life and 
death of Mr. Cox and touched on the 
place that he hold* in the hearts of 
his countrymen. The band played "My 
Old Kentucky Home," which was fol¬ 
lowed by a comet solo. "Nearer My 
God to Thee." In the chorus of which 
the audience Joined. 

Comrades of the dead then decorated 
the grave. Great boxes of flowers had 
been left nearby and the contents of 
these were banked high over the grave 
Taps was Impressively sounded by 
Herman Justl after which benediction 
was pronounced by the Rev. George H. 
Moans, pastor of Lander Memorial 
church. The veterans formed In line 
at the roadway on the top of the slope 
and, at a brisk pace, moved rapidly 
toward the entrance. where they 
dressed ranks, saluted the flag and dis¬ 
banded. 

Yesterday morning was devoted by 
the veterans of the war with Spain to 
the decoration of the graves of their 
comrades In the different cemeteries 
in and near the city.

Th# address of George A. Newmnjn. 
Jr., was os follows: 

Friends and Fellow-countrymen; The 
day on which we most Is hallowed by 
the most sacred memories 

The receding vista of passelng years, the 
grim events of strife and carnage that 
marked the crista of our national life 
have lost their harsh appeoxanc© beneath 
the merciful gray of historic shadow, but 
the sweet fragrance from the crushed 
flowers of patriotism Is still borne to us 
with the spell of perennial magic. Un¬ 
der It* potent charm we review the army 
of our hero dead, and crown them again 
with tho laurels of their country's undy- 
Ins love and pride. 

These grave*, upon which we cast to¬ 
day tiie blossoms of affectionate remem¬ 
brance. are not the mere chamber* of the 
nation's honored dust; they are the scars 
upon her bosom that tell with silent elo- 

S uence the story of her emergence f* om 
le welding fires of war into the splendid 
solidarity that has given her foremost 
place among the nations of the world 
We are here again reverently to pav cur 
tribute to those who so willingly »*u\e 
their lives to bridge the *.hreate:iing 
chasm that would have destroyed ue In¬ 
tegrity of these United States.

No presidential tour has ever been so 
fruitful of good as that on which Roose¬ 
velt visited the South. He came to a 
community in which the seeds of preju¬ 
dice had been sedulously sown, where his 
official acts had been maliciously mlsrep- I 
resented, and his very efforts to break 
down all barriers of race and creed hail 
been turned to account aa political capl- i 
tal against him.

Recently 
the most appalling disaster that has ever 
befallen any city In our country, the 
most appalling disaster that has befallen 
sny city of the same size for a seotury 
past, befell the great and beautiful city 
of San Francisco. In the midst of their 
horror nnd pity and xympatny the rest 
of our people were rendered proud and 
glad by the. courage, tho self-reliance, 
the self-command shown by the men and 
women of Snn Francisco themselves un¬ 
der the sudden and Awful calamity which 
hud befallen them. We had yet another 
Source of pride In the fact '.hat the Hist 
Americana outside the city who were able 
to extend relief and help Wc-fe the olll- 
cera and enlisted men of ih<- garrison snd 
the ship* In tho Immediate neighborhood 
of San Francisco. The alertness, the In¬ 
stant response to the demand made upou 
them, the mixture of self-reliant Initia¬ 
tive with orderly obedience and* coher¬ 
ence of action, the high personal vaior 
and the steady endurance Hnd strength 
shown by the soldiers and sailors of the 
regular army and navy In coping'with 
this disaster, were as great a* if shown 
In time of hat tie. Such a record should 
make every true American proud of the 
army and the navy, and should make 
even' true American resolute to sec that 
through our national authorities at Wash¬ 
ington we make such provision by law 
for the nmlnicnnnce. the support and the 
training of the army and the nn\y that 
they shall ever stand In the forefront of 
their respective professions. 

NOTABLE ADDRESS 

By President To Students of Hamp¬ 
ton Institute. 

Hampton, Va.. May 30.—A notable 
address was delivered to the students 
of Hampton Institute this evening by 
President Roosevelt, He dwelt par¬ 
ticularly on the necessity for the de¬ 
velopment of character, maintaining 
that education will fit none for citizen¬ 
ship unless accompanying It there Is 
the right type of family life In the 
home. President Roosevelt spoke ex¬ 
temporaneously and with deep earnest¬ 
ness. Speaking directly to the negro 
students, he said: 

Now, the first thing upon which I wish 
to lay emphasis Is that a school such as 
this, which strives to raise the colored 
man and colored woman, to mak** them 
better citizen*. Is pre-eminently In the 
Interest of the white man There Is 
nothing that can be done better for the 
white man. who is to live side by side 
with the colored man. than to train that 
colored man to be ii go«>d citizen. The 
go»id man. who Is a white man. by his 
presence. Is a benefit to every colored 
man In the community, and the safety 
of the white man is in having the col¬ 
ored min grow to be a good and decent 
man

Washington. May 30.—[Special.]—The 
Confederate veterans of the Dls rlct of 
Columbia will celebrate Decoration day 
on Sunday next, when the organlza 
tlon will go to Arlington National cem¬ 
etery and decorate the Confederate sec¬ 
tion. Representative John Sharp Wil¬ 
liams. of Mississippi, will address the 
veterans While to-day In Washington 
was given up to the decoration of the 
graves of the Union soldiers, there was 
one spot In the District which several 
hundred Confederate veterans, with 
their wives and daughters, visited. It 
was the grave of a Confederate soldier 
burled on the old Blair place. The grave 
is that of the lost sharpshooter to fall 
during Gen. Jubal Early's advance 
upon Washington. A Mississippi pri¬ 
vate was the last to start to leave the 
field and his body was found by mem¬ 
bers of the Blair family and burled be¬ 
neath a big tree. No trace of the sol¬ 
dier's Identity could be found. For 
twenty years past. Confederate veter 
ana have met at the Blair place and 
placed flowers upon the grave The 
special Memorial day exercises given 
by the Indiana Society in honor of In¬ 
diana's soldier dead who are burled at 
Arlington took place this afternoon. 
The exercises were held at the t >mb of 
Gen. Dan McCauley. Col. William H. 
Smith, who was a member of Gen. Me 
Cauley's regiment, presided. The prin¬ 
cipal address was delivered by R,q re- 
sentatlve John C. Chaney, of Indiana. 
The quartette rendered several selec¬ 
tions. Wreaths were placed at the 
tombs uf Gresham, Lawton and Mc¬ 
Cauley. The Hon. Isaac P. Watts, of 
Indiana, offered prayer. 

Early In the day the Floral Commit 
tees of the Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public proceeded to the several ceme¬ 
teries, and before noon the women of 
the relief corps had completed the work 
of strewing the graves. Twenty thou¬ 
sand graves In Arlington were thus 
decorated. The ceremonies of the day 
began with a procession, participated In 
by various O. A. R. Posts, tfe Old 
Guard, the District Militia and the 
Spanish War Veterans. 

Upon arriving at Arlington the ex¬ 
ercises first centered around the tomb 
of the unknown, where 2.000 Federal 
soldiers are burlad, after which the 
principal ceremonies were conducted In 
the amphitheater, where addresses, 
recitations and music were heard.

SUCCEEDS NEAL 


Death Intervened In the case of Pat¬ 
rick Cain, who was to have been pre¬ 
sented In Police Court yesterday morn¬ 
ing to answ’er to the charge of having 
kept his saloon open on Sunday. Judge 
John II. McCann was preparing to de¬ 
clare Cain's bond forfeited when news 
of the saloonkeeper's demise was re¬ 
ceived.

Miss McGinnis' father arrived here 
from Danville this evening and at once 
engaged Attorneys Allen & Duncan 
to prosecute a legal fight for his daugh¬ 
ter's rights. He admits that his daugh¬ 
ter went to the dance, but claims that 
she understood she had a right to go 
and that In any event a trlval viola¬ 
tion of the rules should not rob her of 
the diploma which she has earned by 
her work of three years.

WANTS MUCK RAKER SO LONG 

AS MUCK BED EXISTS 

Got. Hanly Calls People To Anns To Fight Battle Against 
Thrift By Theft. 


Lafayette. Ind.. May SO.— In n. Memo¬ 
rial day address to-. lay a«v. Hanly. 
addressing a large crowd at Purdue 
university, dealt at length with public 
grafting He said: 

"The American people are at the be¬ 
ginning of a gr*at revolution. As yet, 
there Is In a literal sense, no call to 
arms. There are no drum beats, no bu¬ 
gle blasts, no serried ranks, no march- 
lng columns, no battlefields strewn 
with the wounded and the dead, but 
the revolution Is upon us and about 
us as certainly as though all these were 
present. Stupendous social., economic 
and political changes are Involved. 
Deeply Imbedded In the very core nnd 
center of this revolution, running like 
a thread of gold through all Us shift¬ 
ing scenes nnd changing forms, are cer¬ 
tain fundamental principles of human 
right and of human liberty, and unle** 
tve. In our day. and especially you. In 
your day. possess a willingness to seek 
for these, and the wisdom to find them, 
and the patriotism and the courage to 
proclaim them, to stand by them and 
90 ve them when found, the call to 
arms, the drum beats, the bugle blast 
the serried ranks, the marching col¬ 
umns nnd tho battlefields will come to 
us and to you as certainly as In the 
past they came to our fathers. 

"The criminal aggression* of incor¬ 
porated and aggregated wealth ngalnst 
the Individual must be stayed by legal 


regulations and wholesome laws cout- 
ageously enforced, or history will re¬ 
peat Itself in your day as it has In the 
post. You will no more be exempt than 
other generations have been. Progress 
must and will be made, 

"Human rights—the right of the In¬ 
dividual citlsen—or the rights of the 
body of the peopleware not safe where 
Government Is administered by special 
Interests, or through the corrupt or de¬ 
moralising Influence of organized 
wealth and greed. No despotism can be 
more absolute than the despotism of 
money. 

"Thrift, wealth nnd aggregated capi¬ 
tal are essential to the prosperity of 
the people and the development of the 
country. I wage no war against these 
or any of these, but I do wago war 
against the thrift that grows by theft 
and peculation, against the abuse of 
wea 1th—against the corrupt practices 
of Incorporated capital, and the undue 
and unholy Influence it exercises In the 
administration of Government. I do not 
look with pleasure either upon the 
‘muck rake* or the ’muck raker,' hut 
either is be-ier than the'muck bed.' And 
as long ns the 'muck bed* remains. I 
hope the 'muck raker* will continue to 
expose it and to lay it hare, that the 
people may come to hate it. to de«pi«;e 
the greed that feeds It, and to forsnke 
every man whose hands are soiled with 
Its pollution."

What They Say. 

The so-called Beveridge amendment 
to the Agricultural Appropriation Bill 
parsed without any debate. It was 
originally an independent bill, and It 
Is claimed that It was not prepared by 
the Senator whose name It bean. It 
was necessary to amend the amendment 
by striking out a repealing clause 
which was put In with the Idea that It 
might pass as an independent bill. Rut 
It had In It certain references which led 
to the Idea that many provisions were 
taken bodily from some State Bill, and 
that the whole hod never been edited 
to make It consistent or Intelligible. 

They say that this amendment went 
through because the packers had /been 
threatened that If they put forward the 
Senators whom they own to oppose It 
the President would cause to bo pub¬ 
lished a report from a commission 
showing the shocking state of affairs In 
the packing business. In other words, 
according to this theory, the puckers 
submitted to a bill which they did not 
like In order to get rid of a report that 
the feared. Whe*her they acted wise¬ 
ly or not, op the theory mentioned. Is 
gravely questioned. All attempts to sup¬ 
press that which has already attained 
a partial currency are subject to many 
disastrous chances. The report spoken 
of was not published; Indeed, It Is said 
that It had never been written, that the 
nature of It had simply been outlined In 
a statement. But though the report 
was withheld, the press was full of 
statements of what It contained, or 
would contain if formulated. The most 
Injurious statements offered much de¬ 
tail of what the report would show, 
if It were ever made. It was a ques¬ 
tion with many whether the Infor¬ 
mal statements which thus obtained 
currency were not more injurious to the 
packing interests than the facts actual¬ 
ly ascertained. 

The substance of tne report that 
might be published was saJd to be that 
lard Is made from hogs that die 
from cholera; that the meat Inspectors 
are incompetent and overworked; that 
sanitary conditions at the pocking 
houses are revolting; that preservatives 
are in common use. and that meat Is 
sold to Americans that Is unflt for ex¬ 
portation. These general ideas are re¬ 
enforced by much detail. The commis¬ 
sion Is said to have had the assist¬ 
ance of Dr. Jacques, formerly the head 
of the Chicago Inspection service, who 
was forced out of office because he In¬ 
sisted that his inspectors should Inject 
kerosene Into all condemned meat so 
as to render It unfit for food, or rather, 
we suppose, for sale. They found, so it 
Is said, that animals suffering from 
•'lump Jaw’” were regularly passed 
There Is no Inspection of swine 
for hogs afflicted with trichinosis, 
except when intended for export. 
The microscopic Inspection was for the 
benefit of foreigners alone. When hog 
meat was found unflt for export It 
was sold to Americans. Spoiled meats 
were "doctored” with preservatives, so 
as to destroy odor and other evidences 
of unsoundness. Many packing-house 
products bear false labels. 

These are only some of the things 
which It Is said that the report would 
contain If ft were formulated and made 
public. If no report has actually been 
written It Is admitted that affidavits 
and other evidence have been accumu¬ 
lated to form a basis of a report. What 
has been given out may* be worse than 
the report itself would be. Already 
It Is said that the Injurious statements 
have hurt tfie packing trade to the ex¬ 
tent of $106,000,000 per year In foreign 
commerce. The amendment has no ref¬ 
erence to foreign commerce, but what Is 
said of packing conditions Is eagerly 
selxed by foreign competitors to dis¬ 
credit American meats, notwithstand¬ 
ing the rigid Inspection to which meats 
for export have heretofore been sub¬ 
jected. There Is danger thnt Instead of 
& suppression of the report some of the 
packers may In time become eager for 
Us publication. The real facts may 


possibly be less Injurious than the pub¬ 
lications founded on Individual affi¬ 
davits and statements more or lean ex- 
parte. Besides. If the packers persist 
In Insisting that the reports shall not 
be made public, the people will believe 
that the half has not been told. It Is 
rather late to suppress a report, the 
supposed contents of w*hlch have been 
sent to the four quarters of the earth. 

There Is one other matter In connec¬ 
tion with "what they say" that merits 
attention. We are given to understand 
that the passage of this amendment 
wus only made possible by a threat of 
exposure. The packers. It Is Inferred, 
were willing to let It go to avoid ex¬ 
posure, when it was in their power to 
defeat It. In other words, we are in¬ 
directly Informed that a number of 
violators the law are so powerful In 
our national counsels that they are able 
to say what shall and what shall not 
be enacted. It this Is true. It la more 
alarming even than the bad conditions 
alleged to exist In the packing regions. 
If there is any such power existing 
among criminals It is highly Important 
that these attorneys be turned out of 
Congress at the earliest possible mo¬ 
ment.

Progress In Kentucky. 

We expect great things for our 
Stale. One of the chief factors In Its 
development must be a wise system of 
taxation, bused largely on Us compara¬ 
tive bearing to the systems of other 
States. Systems and conditions are 
rapidly changing In this period of mar¬ 
velous activity. 

The Governor of Delaware has Just 
Issued a call for an extra session of 
the Legislature, and the first-named 
purpose is for action upon questions of 
taxation. New York has in the past 
ten days enacted a law governing taxa- 
tlovi_upon mortgages, fixing a rate of 
fifty cents per $100 upon recording, with 
no annual or sul>sequent tax. This cov¬ 
ers total tax within the State, one-half 
to go to the State revenue and half to 
the local or city Income. It repeals the 
former most unsatisfactory annual tax 
on mortgages and Is a wise measure, 
certain to yield larger returns in public 
revenue than an unreasonable or ex¬ 
cessive taxation. However, It Is sure to 
lead to more active development, both 
agricultural and municipal, because It 
makes it easy to obtain loans for Im¬ 
provements at low rates. The borrow, 
er pays the tax. of course, and a high 
tax rate means higher rate of Interest 
The low rate helps, therefore, those of 
small means obliged to borrow if they 
would Improve their property. 

This method Is sure to advance prices 
of real estate anywhere. New York, 
recognising the need of keeping in 
touch with changing conditions, has 
further provided for revision of Its 
revenue laws by nppoifitment of a 
commission composed of five citizens 
appointed by the Governor and five 
members each of the State Senate and 
the House of Representatives. 

And New York Is not hampered by 
constitutional restrictions tending to 
prevent a policy demonstrated to be 
best for the Commonwealth. 

In the light of this action In New* 
York, how unwise clearly is our con¬ 
stitutional requirement which forces an 
annual tax In Kentucky cities of 2H 
to 3 per cent, on mortgages! And, thJs 
further Illustrates the folly ot our Ken¬ 
tucky system of Inflexible taxation on 
all classes of properly alike. 

It Is fortunate for the State that the 
people of Kentucky have adopted an 
amendment to the Constitution provid¬ 
ing for taxation by cities, for municipal 
purposes only, on certain classes of 
property, by other system than the so- 
called uniform ad valorem "general 
property tax." 

This amendment Is most Important, 
and it Is the only one made to our pres¬ 
ent State Constitution. Its approval was 
emphasized by a majority in Its favor 
of nearly 20.000, and It carried in every 
precinct In the city of Louisville. It af¬ 
fords the only plan by which Louisville 
and other cities of Kentucky may 
meet the systems which are attracting 
Industries to other State*. 

We believe the license system—a sys¬ 
tem which always prevailed In Louis¬ 
ville before the adoption of the last 
of our three State Constitutions— to be 
the most accurate and equitable—L e., 
taxation on factories, merchants and 
banks based on the actual business 
transacted. 

With thla basis the taxpayer Is called 
upon to make returns upon an actual 
fact, which cannot be truthfully evaded, 
and not upon his own estimate of per¬ 
sonal property, of uncertain and fluctu¬ 
ating value. Every o^nvr Is his own 
assessor, and we have In Louisville, es¬ 
timated, about 4.500 firms, associations 
and corporations engaged in business, 
making such returns annually for triple 
taxation—State,* county and city— 
amounting this year :o $2.61 on $100 on 
gross assets Could u worse system or 
more unequal be devised? 

Justice Sharswood. or the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, In delivering a 
decision by that court, said as to the 
question of requiring on equal rate ad 
valorem, that "practically no more un¬ 
equal system could be contrived." And 
Justice Lamar, in a decision rendered 
by him for the United States Supreme 
Court, said: "A system which Imposes 
the same tax on every species of prop¬ 
erty. Irrespective of Its nature, condi¬ 
tion or class, will be destructive of the 
principle of uniformity and equality | n 
taxation." He added: "This court has 
repeatedly laid down this doctrine." 

Our Court of Appeals has now under 
consideration the question of the bear¬ 
ing of the amendment to Section 1S1 of 
the Constitution upon a revision of our 
system of taxation, and It Is to be 
hoped that under the decision Lou¬ 
isville and all the cities of Ken¬ 
tucky may be enabled to adopt such 
methods for their own needed local 
revenue os they mny deem best, not 
only more equitably to yield such reve¬ 
nue, but to put them in lino with 


progressive cities In other States for 
their own upbuilding and the upbuild¬ 
ing of Kentucky, placing the State, 
with Its great natural advantages, 
abreast of the very foremost. 


Where Immigrants Shall Land. 

The interest which the South it? tuk- 
Ing In the Immigration question is 
shown in part by a controversy that 
has sprung up among Southern cities us 
to the best point for them to land. 

Recently a North Oermnn-Lloyd 
steamer landed at Galveston \Flth ®00 
Immigrants. Thereupon some Galveston 
people Insisted that the members of 
Congress from Texas and others should 
enter Into a vigorous fight in favor of 
Galveston. On the other side It was 
urged that Galveston was not central 
enough, and that New Orleans would 
be a better point. It was also said that 
a German steamer would be likely to 
bring a class of Immigrants who would 
not take kindly to cotton farming. It 
was urged that wiiot was needed was a 
line from the Mediterranean, suy, one 
starting from Trieste, and touching at 
Naples and Palermo. The idea Is that 
such a ship would bring people better 
suited to work in the cottXi fields. 

The different cities may be left to 
fight their own battles on this question, 
but It would be wq»ll for them to take 
notice that tides of immigration can¬ 
not be controlled by newspaper articles. 
Questions of that sort must be settled 
by actual conditions. Those who desire 
laborers must attract them by th* ease 
of getting employment, and by the 
wages that are offered. When these are 
satisfactory steps must be taken to 
bring these facts to the knowledge of 
Immigrants, or those contemplating a 
change of residence. Those who offer 
the best terms and make them known 
most efficiently will get the most im¬ 
migrants. Lines of steajnshlps will 
adapt themselves to the demands for 
transportation.

The Royal Wedding In Spain. 

For some time past enthusiasm has 
been manifested In thecfrenunle which 
will be held to-day In Spain, when the 
young King Alfonso wifi claim us his 
bride the Princess Ena, of England. 
Preliminary fetes and ceremonies have 
been In progress for some time In the 
Spanish Capital and neighboring pal¬ 
aces. and the Spanish peuple, after a 
long depression of spirits superinduced 
by the death of their young King, the 
father of Alfonso, aud the disastrous 
result of the war with this country, 
have put on a new fife and been 


A Lover’s Whim and Justice. 

We read In the accounts of the feasts 
and pageants accompanying the wed¬ 
ding of Alfonso and Ena about an inci¬ 
dent which Is likely to strike the Amer 
lean mind os a bit strange. A Spanish 
prisoner w as condemned to be executed. 
His friends besought the Princess to 
Intercede with h«.r royal fiance in the 
prisoner's behalf. She consented and 
did so. Out of the fullness of hls af 
fectlon on the eve of his marriage the 
King granted Ills bride’s request, 
half hour lcfore the time sot for the 
execution the prisoner was pardoned 
Instead of death, he gained freedom. 

The cpiscdc Is Incompatible with 
American ideas of propriety and 
Justice. We cannot quite grasp the 
process of reasoning which gives 
convicted criminal the title to liberty 
Just because somebody Is to be mar 
rlcd, even though that somebody be 
person In high authority. The pardon 
lng power is abused now* and then by 
American Governors, but it would be 
grotesque spectacle for one of them to 
celebrate hls marriage by setting free 
ati offender whom the courts have con 
demned to death. 

It requires circumstances of profound 
bearing upon the merits of tho case to 
justify in America the pardon of 
criminal whom the tnw r has tried and 
has found deserving of death. 

Doubtless the man whom the King of 
Spain, to Immo- the whim of hls 
bride, has free Is gteid the King 
Is to be married; but how this mar 
riago diminishes hls guilt probably is 
ns much of a puzzle to him os It 1 m 
to the dull m'nds on this side of the 
Atlantic.

prestige. The present alliance Is notable 
as being the flnst between the reigning 
p3wers of Spain and Great Britain 
since the eventful marriage of Philip 
II., of SpaJn, to Mary, Queen of Eng¬ 
land, and daughter of Henry VIII., 
near the middle af the pixteenth cen¬ 
tury. It proved an unhappy match, 
being followed a year or two later by 
a separation, severing In time the 
friendly relations between the two na¬ 
tions and culminating ultimately In 
war. Spain w*as then the most powerful 
nation of Europe and the w'orld. Form¬ 
ing an alliance with France Philip con¬ 
cluded to humbl* the pride of hls adver¬ 
sary, but by th* destruction of hls great 
fleet known ns the "Invincible Arma¬ 
da" by the combined effect of storms 
and the navy of England, he lost for 
Spain the prominence it had held on 
land and sea and his adversary thence 
forward has maintained that position. 

The next great alliance of Spain was 
with France over which England tri¬ 
umphed In the wars which culminated 
In the humbling of b*Kh Powers and the 
conquest of Canada not long preceding 
the events which brought on the Amer¬ 
ican Revolution. Since then both 
France and 8puin have singly met with 
humiliation In defeat and the loss of 
empire— France humbled by Germany 
in the loss of Alsace and Lorraine, and 
Spain stripped of her American colonies 
by revolution and the remnant of them 
by the United States. 

The reigning house of Spain Is 
French by descent from Louis XIV., 
but Its matrimonial alliances have been 
of late with the houses of Italy and 
Austria. 

It Is from one of the latter that 
King Alfonso XIII.. who takes to him¬ 
self a Queen to-dny, owes hls birth, 
May 17. 1888, nearly six months after 
the death of hls father, King Alfonso 
XII. Hls mother Is Marla Christina, 


as compared with the common house¬ 
hold plagues above named."

One thing which mars this proud pre¬ 
diction of our future commercial tri¬ 
umph is the Indefinite date toward 
which wc must look for the fulfillment 
of hls prophecy. In the present un¬ 
certainty which shrouds not only the 
I completion of the canal, but the adop- 
tlon of a fixed plan for Its construction 
| the remoteness of the period at which 
we may look for the realization of hls 
prediction detracts largely from 
the enthusiasm which It would other 
wise inspire.

CONVICTEDOF MANSLAUGHTER 


Frankfort, Ky.. May $0.—[Sperial.]— 
The Court of Appeal* to-day reversed 
Judgment of the Campbell Circuit 
CourO In a case In which Arthur Wes 
trup. of Newport, Was convicted of In 
voluntary manslaughter, in failing to 
have a physician attend hls wife dur¬ 
ing an Illness from which *ho died 
He was sentenced to Jail confinement. 
Tho court remanded the case to the 
court below with instructions to ac¬ 
quit the defendant of the charge. The 
whole court considered the questions 
presented on appeal, and Judge Settle 
delivered the opinion of reversal. 

The case attracted wide attention in 
the section of the St Ate from which It 
was appealed to the court here. The 
wife of the defendant, whose home had 
been at Chicago before coming to New 
port, refused, because of reading and 
belief, and upon advice of a female 
physician at Chicago, with whom she 
had been curresponding, to allow 
physician to attend her during child¬ 
birth. The evidence showed that she 
was not attended, but that later her 
husband, over her protest, called in a 
physician. She died, and the husband 
was arrested on the charge of invol¬ 
untary manslaughter. It was proven 
thnt he did all that he could, that she 
would permit, to save her life, but, 
notwithstanding this evidence, he was 
sentenced to eight months’ confine¬ 
ment in the county. Jail. The court 
here directs hls dismissal on the 
charge.

It was then ntreessary to condemn the 
ferry binding In Clark county, and 
upon this land a value of $21,000 wna 
fixed by a Jury. The court here Indl- 
«.ite* the value of the grant and sends 
the case back for rulings which will 
bring a Jury to its proper value.

As the decoration* md llum- 
Inattons take on their most lurid hu*a 
It Is a motley throng with touche* al¬ 
most of barbaric, swarthy Moo:* 
wrapped ln flowing robes on ! with red 
turban* on their heads. Asturian danc¬ 
ers performing their native Jot a gyp¬ 
sies from Cordova and Seville. Bala 
mancan herders in red velvet and tin¬ 
seled golfi, with many representative* 
of clergy and hordes of blind beggar 
singing melancholy music. At the cor¬ 
ners bands play for street dancer*. The 
municipality has given free rein to th* 
popular rejoicings. 

The schools and public Institutions 
have been closed and the whole popula¬ 
tion has given Itself up to celebrat¬ 
ing the King's marriage. 

The chief events of to-day were the 
King’s reception to the foreign en¬ 
voy* and the signing of tho wedding 
contract. The latter ceremony took 
place at the Pmdo Palace In the pres¬ 
ence of Premier Morel and the other 
Cabinet ministers with the solemnity 
befitting a great State ceremonial af¬ 
fecting the future succession to tho 
throne. The witnesses for Princess Vic¬ 
toria were Sir Maurice Bunsen, th* 
British Ambassador at Madrid; Polo y 
Bernabe, the Spanish Ambassador at 
London, who was the Spanish minister 
to Washington when the war between 
Spain and the United States broke 
out; Lord Hugh Cecil. Marquis do 
Vlama. an Intimate friend of King Al¬ 
fonso and Marquis de Vllialobar. The 
witnesses for the King were Premier 
Moret, Senor Mnura, former president 
of the Council: Gen. Aszarrsga, former 
Premier; Gen. Montero Rios, former 
Premier; the Duke of Sotomaynr. chief 
of the royal palace; the Marquis d* 
La Mina, chief of the royal hunt; Oen. 
Pacheco, chief of the royal Halberdier?, 
and the Marquis de Borja. Intendant 
general, these representing the states¬ 
men. the royal household, the army and 
the nobility. 

The marriage contract appears to¬ 
night In the Official Gazette. Article 2 
gives the bride an annual Income of 
$30,000, and in the event of the King’s 
death $60,000. In Art. J. Princess Vic¬ 
toria renounces all right of succession 
to the British throne. The other 
article* relate to the marriage. 

King Alfonso received the special 
American Embassy at the royal palace 
at 10:30 oelock this morning, when th* 
autograph letter of President Rooeevelt 
was presented to him. The audience 
took place in the hall of the Ambas¬ 
sadors and was surrounded by all the 
Impressive formality of court cere¬ 
mony.

Threat Made Against Jeffer¬ 
sonville City Officers. 


XJCENSE COMMITTEE RECOM¬ 
MENDS SUCH ACTION. 


RESULT OF NEW SALOON LI¬ 
CENSE ORDINANCE. 


LIVELY TILT EXPECTED. 


Because the Democratic Mayor. City 
Clerk. City Controller, City Treasurer 
nnd City Attorney of Jeffersonville are 
endeavoring to fee that the luw Is com¬ 
plied with, on an ordinance passed by 
a Republican City Council, they are 
threatened with Impeachment by the 
council, and It la expected there will 
be much excitement at the City Coun¬ 
cil meeting Monday night. 

The License Committee, which la 
composed of Alvah 11. Mahaffey, 
Charlea Strauch and David W, John- 
•un, met In a secret session Tuesday 
night and decided to recommend that 
the five officers or at least a part of 
them be Impeached. 

The agreement to recommend the Im¬ 
peachment process la based on the fact 
that H. E. Heaton. City Controller, who 
Is cashier of the First National Hank, 
of Jeffersonville, nnd a highly qualified 
business man, has re-fused to obey a 
resolution of the City Council to give 
to every saloonkeeper now holding a 
license a receipt showing he hud paid 
In full to December 2$. The ordinance, 
which was passed over Mayor Hurtt's 
veto, was presented the first night the 
council ng It Is now composed, met, 
which was at a special session. 

The ordinance, however, was put 
through over Mayor Burtt'a veto and 
In brief says that all persona desiring 
to sell Intoxicating liquors must pro¬ 
cure a license a/ter certain proceedings 
are gone througfTby the payment of a 
fee of $160 to the City Controller. The 
last paragraph of the ordinance says: 

'This ordinance shall be In force and 
effect from and after Its passage and 
legal publication.” 

• • • 

Takes Effect To-morrow. 


After it was pointed out that the 
Saloonkeepers would become liable to 
again pay $160 the resolution requiring 
the City Controller to give receipts for 
something he did not receive, until De¬ 
cember 28, was presented. The ordi¬ 
nance goes Into effect to-morrow and 
on this point there is no difference of 
opinion. Capt. Clegg has been instruct¬ 
ed to enforce It and ordered to close 
all places where a permit under the 
new ordinance In not found 

While the impeachment threat Is par¬ 
ticularly aimed at II K. Eaton, City 
Controller. It is Intended as a club for 
8ll the Democratic officials now In of¬ 
fice and who do not retire until In Sep¬ 
tember. Some of the most promtennt 
attorneys In Jeffersonville say the Re¬ 
publican Council hus begun paving Its 
way for costly litigation on several 
things, one of which would be th»* im¬ 
peachment proceedings that would not 
get through the courts until after May¬ 
or Burtt and his friends have retired. 
It Is held that under the ordinance the 
City Controller cannot be held gulitv 
of any wrongdoing until h* has violat¬ 
ed some provision of the ordinance. 
This provides than an application for a 
license must be presented at one meet¬ 
ing of the City Council and then re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on License* to 
report back at a future meeting. If 
there is a favorable recommendation 
from the committee the Council may 
then grant a license at Its discretion, 
provided the applicant pays the City 
Controller a fee of $160. 

Those who say they know* say the ef¬ 
fect of an ordinance cannot be changed 
by a resolution nnd It In on this point 
that lhe contention now being engaged 
In has arisen. It |» alleged also that 
the Republican Councllmen are being 
given legal advice by three men who 
heretofore have said they were Demo- 
crats, but who voted against the ticket 
at the last city election.

Police Orders Obeyed By All 
In New Albany. 


DECORATION DAY HELD TO BE 
A HOLIDAY. 


INDIANA SUPREME COURT AF¬ 
FIRMS BROEKER CASE. 


INVOLVES LIEN ON BIG FARM. 


A recent decision made by the Appel¬ 
late Court of Indiana declared In effect 
that Memorial Day was a legal holiday 
on which All places where liquors are 
sold must be closed the same ns other 
holidays. In accordance with this de¬ 
cision, Capt. William Adams. Chief of 
Police at New Albany, had the patrol¬ 
men notify the proprietors of the 
saloons of that city Tuesday night that 
their places must be closed during yes¬ 
terday or prosecutions would follow. 
This was the first time such action hud 
been taken on Decoration Day, hut the 
saloon keeper*, although surprised at the 
order, obeyed It Implicitly. Similar ac¬ 
tion was taken In the other cities of 
Indiana. 


Broeker Case Affirmed. 

In the Indtnnu Supreme Court the 
decision of the Floyd Circuit Court at 
New Albany In the case of the Aetna 
Insurance Company agnlnst Broeker 
and otheis has been affirmed. This 
cose was tried In the Floyd Circuit 
Court nearly a year ago and was de¬ 
cided In favor of the defendants. The 
Insurance company took an appeal. 

The decision handed down by the 
hlfcher tribunal was: "A mortgage of 
the rents and profits of the mortgaged 
promises, after default, does not of It¬ 
self give any right to the appointment 
of a receiver, pending an action to fore¬ 
close, and such appointment may Ik* 
refused without error, where the mort¬ 
gaged land Is ample security for the 
debt and for all superior liens for which 
the mortgagee may become liable.” The 
controversy, which at the time wag the 
subject of considerable interest on the 
part of attorenys and others, was in 
relation to Hens on the noted Broeker 
farm, situated one mile west of New 
Albany.

VETERANS STREW FLOWERS 
OVER GRAVES OF COMRADES. 


PATRIOTIC ADDRESSES MADE. 


Memorial day wns appropriately ob¬ 
served In New Ahibny. The bunks, city 
and county offices and public institu¬ 
tions W’ere closed as well as the busi¬ 
ness houses. Many of the. stores and 
residences displayed the national colors 
while the building* along the streets 
traversed by the veterans on the march 
from the headquarters to the cemetery' 
were alpo decorated. The column wns 
headed by a band and tho old warriors 
stepped off nearly as Actively as they 
did over forty years agtn 

At the National cemetery on Skin 
avenue, the lust renting place of more 
than 3.000 brave soldiers of the Civil 
War, an Interesting programme was 
observed. Past Commander D. M. 
Hammond was master of ceremonies 
and J. F. Cartwright was chief mar¬ 
shal. The graves were decorated hy the 
soldiers of the Civil and Spanish-Amer¬ 
ican Wars, Assisted by the women of 
the relief corps The assembly call wu* 
given by Arthur Lumppin. and there 
was a patriotic song by thirty school 
children. The Invocation was pro¬ 
nounced by the Rev. Dr. George H. 
Murphy, pastor of Trinity M. E. 
church, followed by the ceremonies us 
provided In the G. A. R. burial ritual. 
After the salute to the dead by Com¬ 
pany C. Indiana Notional Guard, the 
principal address was delivered by- 
Judge Jerry L. Suddarth, of Crawford 
county one of the most pieaslng nnd 
effective orators of Southern Indiana. 
Tup* was sounded nnd the exercises 
closed with a benediction by the Rev. 
W. M. Elliott, pastor of the Third Pres¬ 
byterian church. 

Yesterday morning the graves of sol¬ 
diers of the Civil War In Falrview 
cemetery, together with those of the 
Mexican and Spanish-American Wars, 
were decorated with flowers by a com¬ 
mittee of Sanderson Post, O. A. R., 
acting with Mrs. Martha Reamer, 
widow of Capt. Hirnm J. Reamer, who 
was a Mexican War veteran, and who 
for many years made r. practice of dec¬ 
orating the grave* <•( his comrades kill¬ 
ed at the battle of Buena Vista. The 
graves of five soldiers of tho Revolu¬ 
tionary War In Falrv1eu were not for¬ 
gotten but were decorated with flowers 
by the women of Plunkeshaw Chapter. 
Daughters of th«» American Revolution. 

SIX LOST GRAVES 

Recently Located and Decorated 

With Many Flowers. 

Decoration day was observed In Jef¬ 
fersonville nnd many of the factories 
and business houses closed during the 
day. At noon the remainder followed 
and during the afternr>on business was 
practically at a standstill, the streets 
bearing a Sunday-llke appearance. 
There were no public exercises, but 
during the afternoon the people ftorked 
to New Albany to observe the day. Tb*? 
two Grand Army Posts, the Woman’s 
Relief Corps*, the Spanlsh-Ainerlcan 
War Veterans and Company M. Indi¬ 
ana National Guards, turning out us 
organ Ixa Hons. 

During the morning the graves In 
Jeffersonville that contain the bodies of 
soldiers who fought In the several wars 
were strewn w ith flowers and a lent 
prayers were offered at many mounds. 
In a remote corner of the Eastern 
cemetery are the graves of six Confed¬ 
erates who froxe to death while being 
taken North as prisoners of war. Al¬ 
though the mounds can barely be 
traced after forty-two years they were 
not forgotten and for the first time 
flowers were placed upon them. The 
graver were recently located through 
the efforts of L. C. Orrill, a Federal 
veteran, and Capt. L. C. Baird, who 
was In the Spanlsh-Arnrrlcan War. 

At the several cemeteries In Jeffer¬ 
sonville there are nearly 200 veterans 
of the Civil War burled and besides 
these there are two known graves of 
soldiers of the Revolutionary War; 
one of the war of 1812: four of the Mex¬ 
ican War; three of the 8pani-h-Amerl- 
can War nnd six unknown prisoners of 
the Confederate army of the Civil War 
and not one of these was neglected, the 
decorations being the most complete 
ever known. _ _

A university for LoulsvlSe on a scale 
extensive enough and of a stundard 
sufficiently high to make it worthy of 
comparison with other great Institu¬ 
tions of learning Is the optimistic 
promise of the newly-elected Chancel¬ 
lor of the University of Louisville, Dr. 
J. C. Willis, and hts associates. The 
plnn under consideration now calls for 
a rrorganlxatlon of the University of 
Louisville and the establishment of an 
academic department as a new feature. 
The trustees of the University met 
April 30 and chose Dr. Wills, of Lex¬ 
ington. as the head of the Institution, 
and Judge Theodor© L. Burnett again 
was elected president of the Board of 
Trustees. 

The Executive Committee haa plans 
under consideration for raising a mil¬ 
lion dollars to be used as a permanent 
endowment fund, and a considerable 
pgjrl "f the necessary amount has been 
conditionally promised. An authorita¬ 
tive statement has been made that a 
millionaire philanthropist has said that 
he Is willing to contribute $500,000 on 
condition that a like amount Is raised 
In Louisville and elsewhere. The In¬ 
come from this fund and tho revenue 
from the various source* -r 
tuition and fees as well os from gifts 
will he used In the promotion of the

work In all three departments, namely: 
the College of Uberal Arts, the Medical 
College and the Law School.

BOARD WILL START SOLICITING 
WITH $350,000. 


Unless the plajis for reorganising th# 
University of Louisville, am announced 
yesterday. Interfere too greatly, there 
Is every prospect that a great educa¬ 
tional Institution, to be known as the 
”Lineoln-Davl* University.” will be 
founded In Louisville within the near 
future under the domination of the 
Methodist church. 

According to the plana of those hav¬ 
ing the matter In charge, the proposed 
university will rise until Its scope will 
be equal to that of Chicago Uhlvendty, 
and when It reaches Its ultimate growth 
It la expected that not leas than 3,000 
students will be affiliated with the in 
Btitutlon. Tho project In being father 
ed by the Methuidlst Guard of Educa¬ 
tion of Kentucky, and final favoruble 
action was taken at a meeting of the 
board held In the Kenyon Building, 
Tuesday and yesterday. 

Tho project has been under consld* 
©ration for several months, and In 
April, C. C. Stoll, treasurer of the 
board, made a visit to New York, 
where ho held a conference with the 
Rev. Dr. Wallace But trick, aocrotary, 
and Fred T. Gates, president, of the 
General Hoard of Education, having In 
charge the allotment of the $10,000,- 
000 donated by John D. Rockefeller for 
educational purposes. At that time 
Mr. Stoll outlined In detail to theft© 
officers of the great fund the plans and 
prospects for a large educational Insti¬ 
tution In Louisville and they fell heart¬ 
ily Into the spirit of the project. 

They gave Mr. Stoll positive assur 
ance that In the event the people of 
Louisville give th© expected pecuniary 
aid and that the Kentucky B©nrd of 
Education Is able to arrange Its funds 
in .t satisfactory manner, any reason¬ 
able endowment needed will be forth¬ 
coming from the General Board of 
Education.

In tentatively deckling on the name 
fur the proposed university, the pro¬ 
moters believe that they have made 
a particularly happy choice. ”Llncoln.'• 
for Abraham Lincoln, and "Davla” for 
Jefferson Davis, the great leaders of 
the North and South, are expected, 
when the university shall have reached 
the zenith of Its gTowth. to be the 
means of providing a closer bond of 
union between the younger generation 
of the two sections and to have the 
effect of drawing.

The new literary department will 
open in September. 1907. The Uw and 
medical colleges will open na usual for 
their fall term this year. Th# law and 
medical school# will be enlarged great¬ 
ly. and the faculties will be strengthen¬ 
ed by the addition of other specialists, 
but no change will be made In the r 
location. They will continue to occupy 
University Squuro. which extends from 
Eighth to Ninth streets. between 
Chestnut and Madison streets. 

There will be no attempt to do normal 
work or preparat»H*y school work. Pend¬ 
ing the erection of tho new buildings 
the administration offices of the Uni¬ 
versity will be located In the Masonlo 
building, where n suite of rooms axe 
now being arranged for the new Chan 
cellar. 

Dr. J. C. Willis, the new head of the 
University of Louisville. Is an alumnus 
of th# University of Wooster. Ohio, a 
Presbyterian Institution of high stand¬ 
ard. He Is a graduate of the school 
of art& and of th# school of philosophy 
as well as a graduate physician. He 
Is a man of scholarly attainments. He 
has lectured on educational subject# 
In almost every State of the Union. 
He hus a long list of engagements for 
th# pr»*«*nt season In Kentucky. Iowa. 
Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. He U 
especially well known In educational 
circles In this State and has appeared 
on the plutfrurm in more than one hun¬ 
dred counties of the State where he 
has done much Institute wi**k. 

He has been In the faculty of Ken¬ 
tucky University for several years and 
has served that Instltutloh a* vice 
president during considerable part of 
the time Much of the administrative 
work of the university has devolved 
upon him on account of the 111 health 
of President B. A. Jenkins. Dr. Willis 
occupied the chairs of psychology and 
of pedagogy His resignation, to tAke 
effect at the end of the school year, 
has been handed to the Board of 
Trustees, and as soon as he Is rel#a*ed 
from his present duties he will give 
his entire time to the administration 
of the affairs of the University of Lou- 
tsvllle. 

In reality, th# university at present. 
1# constituted of two colleges only. A 
metlleal department# of which Dr. J M 
Bodlne Is the dean, and a law schocd. 
of which Judge W O. Harris is d#*n. 
Both of these schools will share In th# 
endowment that Is to be prtAlded. 
though now they are supported solely 
by their patronage, th© fees being use 1 
to pay the lecturers for their service* 
a* well as lo pay other Incidental ex¬ 
penses. 

In the academic department as pro¬ 
jected the degrees of B A.. M A and 
Ph. D. will be conferred and In the 
scientific detriment the degrees of B. 
8.. M 8 and 8c- !>. will be conferred 

Tli# present trustees of the universi¬ 
ty are Judge Theodore L. Burnett, Da¬ 
vid W. Falrlelgh. Dr George W. Grif¬ 
fiths, George Oaulbert. T L. Jeffer*on. 
Oscar Fen Icy. J. M Atherton. Dr. John 
H Busoherneyer. Louis Ryans, H#nry 
Glover And Wallace Coulter. An Execu¬ 
tive Committee lias b##n appointed, 
composed of T. L. Burnett, president 
of th# Hoard of Trustees; David W 
Falrlelgh. Y*e«>rge Gaulbert and Judge 
T. L. Jefferson. This committee will 
hold monthly meetings and. with th# 
Chancellor, will administer the affairs 
of th# university. 

It l* said that a suitable sit# for the 
university In Us proposed form Is under 
consideration. 


The oflleers of the General Board 
viewed with favor the st.it#gv nts that 
a large educational Institution such as 
contemplated is needed for the South, 
and they also agreed that Louisville Is 
the logical place for the location of 
such an Institution. While they un¬ 
derstood that the proposed university 
is planned primarily to draw from the 
youth of Kentucky for Its students, 
and that It Is to be under the direct 
Influence, If not the direct domination, 
of the Methodist Church, they drew 
no conclusions inimical to the best 
interests of such a school for those 
reasons, even going so far as to ex¬ 
press satisfaction because the proponed 
Institution Is to hav« denominational 
control. 

Since Mr. Stoll haa returned the 
project ha# received a great Impetus, 
and the plans were thoroughly consid¬ 
ered at the meeting of the board. It 
wo# decided that all of the endowment 
from the estate of Mrs. Joshua F. 
Speed, made In 1902. and Amounting 
approximately to $275,000, should be 
considered a nucleus for the general 
endowment fund for the proposed uni¬ 
versity. with the exception of possibly 
20 per cent., which will be reserved for 
the maintenance of Big Sandy Valley 
Seminary, at PaJnt#vllle, Ky.. and 
Union College, at Barbourville. Ky.. 
to both of which the financial strength 
of the board Is pledged. 

• • • 

$350,000 Aa Starter. 


Beside the Speed bequest, the board 
has other moneys, making Its total cap¬ 
ita! about $350,000. The proposition 
with which the board expects to go 
before the people of Louisville In Its 
campaign for further endowments Is 
that the Institution shall be a city af¬ 
fair. one In which every citlxen shall 
have a personal Interest. To this end 
It Is proposed that It shall be ruled 
by twenty-one trustees, two-thirds of 
which shall be named by the Board 
of Education of the Methodist Church 
of Kentucky, and one-third by #ome 
civic Interest, perhaps the Louisville 
Commercial Club. 

In doing this the board expects It to 
be understood that the university will 
not bo a strictly denominational Insti¬ 
tution. hut that It shall be guided by 
the Methodist Church. This plan la In 
Accordance with the latest Ideas of all 
the most advanced educators of the 
country, who are united In the opinion 
that the most successful Institutions of 
learning are those that have sectarian 
hacking. In furtherance of thl* plan 
the projectors have almost definitely 
decided that there would be no theo 
logical course In the curriculum. 

Regarding the Attitude of the Com¬ 
mercial Club. Mr. Stoll said last night 
that both Victor H. Engelhard, presi¬ 
dent. and Robert E. Hughe*, secretary 
of the Commercial Club, hAd been ap 
proarhed on the subject and that both 
are heartily In fuvor of the scheme. The 
matter ha* not yet received the formal 
attention of the Commercial Club, but 
It likely will be brought before that 
body In the near future. There Is no 
doubt. Mr. Stoll ha# been assured, that 
the Commercial Club will give the plan 
Its indorsement and work hard for Its 
consummation. 

The present plans embrace the ac¬ 
quisition of the grounds of the Louis¬ 
ville Industrial School, on Third avenue. 
It ho* been decided to move the insti¬ 
tution to some country location, where 
the Massachusetts plan of youth reform 
may be undertaken. Pinna as to how 
the Industrial School site may be ob¬ 
tained have not tuken definite form. 

• • • 

Institution Needed. 

That there Is a growing need for such 
an Institution as that planned by the 
Hoard of Education, is recognized both 
by Methodist* «»f the South and by citi¬ 
zen# of Louisville. The only other large 
educational Institution In the South 
connected In any way with Methodism 
I* Vanderbilt University at Nashville. 
Tenn. It is agreed both hy the man¬ 
agement of that institution, the Gen¬ 
eral Board of Education In New York 
and by Methodist* and laymen general¬ 
ly that a similar or greater university 
In Louisville would In no way Interfere 
with the Nashville school, but that 
rather there l# a great field In Ken¬ 
tucky and adjoining Suites which will 
never be tapped unless a place Is pro¬ 
vided In Louisville. 

■ When shown the announcement made 
yesterday of ihe probable reorganlxa- 
tlon of the .»lri University of Louisville. 
Mr. Stoll said last night that he did not 
know whwt effect that might have on 
th# proposition his board has In mind.

HOME” WAS WRITTEN BY FOSTER 


Bister Sang Each Verse As Her Brother Wrote It Under 
Shade of Splendid Trees. 


The following account of the writing 
of "My Old Kentucky Home” won pre¬ 
pared by Mrs. T. A. Sherranl. of New 
Straits ville, O. Mrs. Sherrard formerly 
wa* a resident of Bardstown. Ky.. and 
met Foster at the time of hie visit to 
Judge Rowan. Mrs. Hhomtrd's account 
in of particular Interest in view of the 
unveiling of the statue of Foster during 
Home-coming Week. 

“The song was written by Stephen 
Collins Foster, a resident of Pennsyl- 
/ vania, while he ajrul his sister were on 

a visit to Judge John Rowan, a short 
distance east of Bards town. Ky. One 
beautiful morning while the slaves were 
at work In the com held and the aun 
was shining with a mighty splendor on 
the waving grass, first giving it a light 
red, then changing It to a golden hue. 
there were seated upon a bench In front 
of tile Rowan homestead, two young 
people, a brother and a sister. 

“High up In the top of a tree was a 
mocking-bird warbling its sweet notes. 
Over In a hidden recess of a small 
brush, tho thrush's mellow song could 
be heard. A number of small negro 
children were playing not far away. 
When Foster had finished the first verse 
of the song his sister took it from his 
band and sang in a sweet, mellow 
voice: 

The sun slunce bright on the old Ken¬ 
tucky home. 

’Tls summer, the darkeys are gay; 

Tho corn top’s ripe and the meadows In 
the bloom. 

While the birds mnke music all the day. 

The young folks roll on the little cabin 
floor. 

All merry, all happy, all bright; 
flBy’n by hard times come a^knochln* at 
the door-- 

Then; my old Kentucky home, good 
night. 

“On her finishing the first verse the 
mocking-bird descended to a lower 
branch. The feathery songster drew 
bis head to one side and appeared to be 
completely enraptured at the wonderful 
voice of the young singer. When the 


last note died away upon the air. her 
fond brother sang In a deep, bass voice: 
Weep no n>ore. my lady; oh. weep no 
more to-day. 

We'll sing one song for the old Ken¬ 
tucky home. 

For our old Kenti#‘ky home far sway. 

A few more days for to tote the weary 
load. 

No matter, 'twill never be light: 

A few more days till wo totter on the 
road— 

Then my old Kentucky home, good 
night. 

“The negroes had laid down thedr 
hoes and rakes; the little tots hnd 
placed themselves behind the large, 
sheltering trees, while the old black 
women were peeping around the comer 
of the house. The faithful old house 
dog never took h!s eyes oft the young 
singers. Everything was still; not even 
the stirring of the leaver* seemed to 
break the wonderful silence. Again the 
brother and sister took hold of the re¬ 
maining notes, and sang In sweet ac¬ 
cents: 

They hunt no mono for th© 'poosum and 
the coon 

On the meadow, the hill and the shore; 
They sing no more by the glimmer of the 
moon. 

On the bench by the old cabin door. 

The day goes by like a Shadow o'er the 
bean. 

With sorrow where ail wn* delight; 

The time haa come when the darkies 
have to i*vrt— 

Then, my old Kentucky home, good 
nigbt. 

The head must bow and the back will 
have to bend 

Where over the darkles may go; 

A few more day's and tho trouble all will 
end 

In the fields where the sugar cane grow. 
“Ah the song was finished tears 
flowed down the old people's cheeks; 
tho children crept from their hiding 
place behind the trees, their faces 
wreathed lit smiles The mocking bird 
and the thrush sought th©ir homes In 
the thicket, while the old house dog 
still lay basking in the sun."

TRIVIAL AMOUNT 


COLLECTED BY J. B. SHANXEY 
BEFORE SUICIDE. 


Body Being Held Awaiting Instruc¬ 
tions From Relatives. 


Howard W. Pitman, superintendent 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company In Louisville, yesterday re¬ 
fused to state the amount of J. B, 
Shanley's collections for the company 
on the dny preceding his suicide. 

“It was a trivial amount,*' said Mr. 
Pitman, “and I don't think It could 
have had anything to do with the sui¬ 
cide. It will require several days be¬ 
fore we can arrive at the exact figures, 
but th© company will lose nothing. The 
National Surety Company will make 
good the amount of the shortage." 

Dr Harris Kelly. Coroner, and Dr. 
Edward Miers yesterday morning h«*ld 
an autopsy on the body of Mr. Shan ley 
to determine th© exact cause of death. 
While thle cannot be accurately de¬ 
termined without a chemical analysis 
of the stomach. Dr. Kelly Is practically 
certain that deuth was due to morphine 
poisoning, taken with suicidal Intent. 
The body Is still at the undertaking 
establishment or L. D. Bax, 700 East 
Chestnut street, where it Is being held 
awaiting instructions from the dead 
man's relatives. Mr. Bax telegraphed 
to ^i© stst©r. und also the father of 
Mr. Shanlcy, but failed to receive a re¬ 
ply to either message yesterday.

Lexington. Ky.. May 30.—tSpecial.]— 
L Scott Smith, of the United States 
Geological Survey, has arrived here for 
an indefinite stay. Mr. Smith is a Gov¬ 
ernment topographer in charge of field 
work, rind Is Just now directing topo¬ 
graphic surveys for the Government In 
this region. Preliminary surveys are 
made by the assistants In the field. 
These are submitted to Mr. Smith’s In¬ 
spection. and are then put accurately 
into maps. These map* show in line* 
the contours of elevations, each eleva¬ 
tion being reckoned In heights of twen¬ 
ty feet. All houses, churches, school- 
houses. fords, streams, bridges and 
roads are located and marked with ex¬ 
actness. The maps are drawn on a 
scale of one Inch to the mile, and are 
sufficient In detail to afford an accurate 
basis for use In the making of larger 
maps, for study by any person Intend¬ 
ing the purchase of lands and other 
valuable uses. Army or civil engineers 
could lay out engineering plans with 
one of these maps without being on the 
ground. 

T. O. Sallee, of Hnrrodnburg, civil en¬ 
gineer, Is the field assistant tor tM 
Government. He Is now engaged In 
plating off the Bluegmss quadrangle, a* 
the Bcctlon Is denoted In this vicinity, 
it comprises a part of Woodford coun¬ 
ty. part of Fayette and part of Scott. 

H. M. Wilson geographer of United 
States Geological Survey, has charge of 
the Eastern division: including Ken¬ 
tucky In his branch of the work. This 
follows the topographical survey* and 
concerns Its-lf with the geological fea¬ 
tures of the country. Maps are made 
carefully indicating these. The topo¬ 
graphical and geological surveys are 
made by men under direction of the 
United States Geological Survey, but 
the State Geologist, C. J. Norwood, 1* 
conferred with and the field of works 1* 
determined largely by his suggestion.

Mr. und Mrs. Black had been visiting 
at Williamsburg, und the night before 
Mr. Black left on the 111-fnted train his 
wife dreamed that a wreck had oc¬ 
curred Just outside of Louisville, In 
which her husband was killed and that 
her uncle. W. W. Sawyers, had brought 
the news to her. She informed her hus¬ 
band of her dream the next day, but 
he made light of It. She also toM of the 
dream to the Rev. and Mrs. Hicks, 
with whom she was stopping. 

The morning of the wreck W. W. 
Sawyer*, accompanied by Mr*. Black s 
mother. Mrs. A. M. Decker, went to 
Williamsburg to break the news, which 
had been kept from the young wife. 
The remarkable coincidence has caused 
a great deal of comment. Mrs. Black Is 
the daughter of A. M. Decker, a mem¬ 
ber of the State Board of Education of 
the Methodist Church and a prominent 
business man of this city. 

The funeral service* occurred this 
morning at 10:30 o'clock and were the 
occasion of a great outpouring of peo¬ 
ple. as Mr. BUck was of one of the 
most prominent families of this section 
«>f the State. The Interment was at 
the city cemetery.

RETAINS POSITION. 


THE REV. HENRY H. SWEETS 
DECLINES CALL TO WASH¬ 
INGTON. 


Will Continue As Secretary of Minis¬ 
terial Relief of Presbyterian 
Church. 


The Rev. Henry H. Sweets haa an¬ 
nounced that he will remain in his 
present position as secretary of Minis¬ 
terial Relief or.d Education of the Pres¬ 
byterian Church In the United States. 
Great pressure waa brought to bear 
©n the Rev. Mr. Sweets when he was 
in Washington a few weeks ago to In¬ 
duce him to accept the pastorate of 
the Central Presbyterian church of thut 
city, from which the Rev. Dr. A. W. 
Pltzer had recently resigned on ac¬ 
count of age and ill health. Despite 
the arguments of both officers and 
members, the Rev. Mr. Sweets remain¬ 
ed steadfast In his determination to 
continue in his present work, to which 
he believes he has a divine call. 

The work has been successful in the 
first year of the three-year period for 
whtch he was elected. It was due to 
bU efforts that Q. T. Inman, of Atlan¬ 
ta, was Induced to offer a contribution 
of $100,000 to the endowment fund on 
the condition that $125,000 additional 
be raised during the three years. Al¬ 
though less than one-thlnl of the time 
has elapsed, more than one-third of 
the requisite sum has been secured. 

The endowment fund is only $68,000 
at present, but the secretary and trus¬ 
tees feel assured that the entire amount 
will be raised before the expiration of 
the three years, which will give a fund 
of nearly 3300,000. the Income of which 
is to be used In the support of aged 
and Infirm ministers and for the relief 
of the needy widows and orphans of 
daoea/*ed ministers of the general as¬ 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States. 


Concluding the ceremonies of the 
week, the commencement exercises of 
Kentucky Military Institute were held 
yesterday afternoon and last night, the 
"hop" being the final feature In the 
school lives of the young men who were 
graduated yesterday from the lustltu- 
i tlon. 

Yesterday’s exercises were held in the 
gymnasium and a large gathering of 
visitors and relatives of the young 
cadets was present. The Rev. C. Hum¬ 
phreys opened the exercises with pray¬ 
er. after which the welcome address of 
the new cadets to the old was made by 
Cadet A. Miller Keisker. The young 
man addressed the alumni present and 
In a well-prepared speech welcomed 
them buck to their alma mater. 

The principal address of the occasion 
was made by Judge VV. G. Hearing, of 
the class of 1878. who spoke on the sub¬ 
ject: "A Trtte Hero." The full text of 
Judge Hearing’s speech follows: 

Whether a gloomy or happy thought. It 
Is nevertheless a fact, that of the num¬ 
berless myriads of people who have lived 
and died upon this earth, the names of 
only a few have escaped the remorseless 
hand of everlasting oblivion. 

Call the roll of fame, and how few 
answer, and even some of these, so far 
they are Individually concerned, 
mourn that this 1% even so. Many non 
attain the satisfaction of ambition, 6nd 
whan they make their exit from the 
scene of action realise vividly: 

"And things are not what they seem." 

Alexander, Caesar and Napoleon 
reached a height of worldly renown sel¬ 
dom ever nttum<d by men. but In so do¬ 
ing they made mountains of deud men 
and filled valleys and lands with the 
tear* of heart-broken orphans and wall¬ 
ing widows. Was the end reached worth 
the sacrifice? In the accounts they will 
be compelled to give in the presence of 
eternal Judgment, It seems to me they 
could never excuse or even palliate the 
atrocious murders and wholesale slaugh¬ 
ter of thousands of men. under the dig¬ 
nified mime of military conquest. 

The greatness of a majority of the 
hero*'* of the past Is the resultant of 
brute force and Intellectuality. To be able 
to command a gnat mass of men, with 
preconceived plans. Into skillful execu¬ 
tion. does show a superiority over the 
average man which l«<ad.H to preferment 
and possibly to a deified hero. 

In times when brute force commanded, 
this worship of military heroes muy be 
proper and right, but In this period of 
chi' world's history and especially since 
the promulgation of the doctrines of the 
humble Nasarcnc. force and power should 
be dethroned, and in their places be In¬ 
stalled Justice and ready obedience to its 
command. 

If the object of life Is merely to coive 
one's name upon the tablets of fame, then 
certainly life is a failure, as but few are 
permanent enough to escape the destruc¬ 
tive Influence or a day. Now, we seldom 
hear mentioned the names of such illus¬ 
trious Senators as Benton. Hale. Wilson 
and Beak. and indeed they w»*re giants of 
Intellectual strength, and did well their 
part. 

To be a truly great hero. It is not 
necessary to be the succesful leader of a 
mighty battle. He can be such In the 
humbler walks of life; he may wear the 
garland lu legislative Mills; he may ac¬ 
complish It at the Inventor’s d'-sk or the 
mechanic’s bench. 

Great and heroic deeds inspire us In 
whatever sphere they may be. They may 
lose their luster because of the humble 
actor, but the aroma and fragrance of 
beauty still remain. 

There are more heroes in the common 
walks of life than we at first Imagine*. 
We find self-sncrifice In the hovel, we 
find magnanimity In the hut, and we find 
generosity and hospitality In the log 
cabin. W e find much In all grades and 
departments of life to love and admire.

Is a heroine 
of the truest type, and she deserves to 
be ranked along with Hannibal Her

Trial of the suit for $15,000 damages 
brought by George Hrnhnndt against 
the Louis vile Railway Company wits 
dropped in Judge Field’s court yester¬ 
day after the case had been about half 
concluded, the plaintiff and defendant 
having reached a compromise.

The I»ul*vl)le Railway 
Com puny denied responsibility for the 
action of the conductor, averting thnt 
he bad ceased to act In his capacity 
as its agent but that he attacked Bru- 
bnndt In his personal capacity because 
of the curses and abuse which. It Is 
alleged, the plaintiff had heaped upon 
him. Brabandt admit ted that he had 
cursed the conductor once, but only in 
reply to abuse addressed to him. Th**

So 
profit by their experience; act well your 
part, and when life’s Journey Is over and 
the battle fought you will leave the proud 
heritage of being brave, upright and noble 
men. No more should any man ask."

The presenta¬ 
tion of both these medals were made 
by Col. C. W. Fowler, In the absenco 
of the donors. 

Other honors awarded were for the 
winning of the declamatory contest, to 
Cadet O’Hair; oratorical contest, to 
Cadet Nash; Welsmann medal to cap¬ 
tain of best drilled company, to Capt. 
Poago. of Co. A.; best soldier, old boys, 
to Sergt. Winchester; new boys, to Ca¬ 
det Berr>’; Major Kidd medal for best 
work In commercial department, to 
Corporal Brattln. 

Awards to distinguished cadets, those 
having a general average of over 95 
per cent. In their studies, were made to 
R. C. Willoughby, R. C. Nash. R. W. 
McBrayer, W. L. Trimble and C. M 
Wilson. In addition to these, awards 
of second distinguished cadets were 
made to fifteen others. Badges of honor 
were awarded to seventeen cadets who 
have over 3C0 credits. The Award for 
having the best kept room for the year 
went to Cadets Brattln, Martin and 
Duffy, who are roommates. Commis¬ 
sions were announced, giving ranks as 
follows; First Lieut.

Man In Jail Uses Shirt For

Body In Cramped Position

Gave Wrong Name When 
Charged With Forgery. 


“DRINK AND RACES” CAUSE. 


Goaded by remorse and unable to 
bear the disgrace attached to hla im¬ 
prisonment, a man who gave his name 
as John L* Foster, but later said it 
was not correct, committed suicide In 
his cell at the Jefferson county Jail 
early yesterday morning. His body, 
still warm, was found hanging to the 
arm of a wall shelf, which Is only about 
four foet from the floor, at 6 o'clock. 
Death resulted from strangulation, al¬ 
though there was little evidence of a 
struggle. The dead man's feet were 
drawn up under him lh such a posi¬ 
tion that Michael Fitzgerald, who dis¬ 
covered the body, at first thought the 
man was engaged In prayer. He had 
accomplished his purpose by removing 
his red striped shirt, tielng it tightly 
about his neck, and knotting the 
sleeves to the Iron arm of the wall 
shelf.

POISON CAUSES DEATH 

OF YOUNG WOMAN.
